Action on ;.ome of Ihc.'.e bills ha:; been 
delayed bec,iii.';c thero arc Ju.sL .so many 
hour.s In a d.iy for rons;r('.':.*;ini n to work. liut 
the tlclny on olhcr:^ rc.Milt.s from p.Trll.san 
dlvl.^lon and Individual ob.ilrurllonl.'^m. And 
these tactics have happened to affect some 
of the mo.'it Important hailnev; before the 
two houses. 

There Ls the drntl bill. ILs fate will deter- 
mine whether tho rebuilding of our defence 
Is to be a program of positive action or simply 
a stopplng-up of production in our airplane 
factories. 

There is the reciprocal trade act. On this 
rau«t be shaped tho whole pattern of Euro- 
pean trade recovery so hopefully laid out 
in the Marshall plan. 

There Is a\so the Ta ft -El lender-Wagner 
housing bill. ThLi promLslng answer to our 
chronic houelng problem has been kicked 
around lor some lour years now. 

And there are such things as bills to admit 
displaced persona, to revise the United Na- 
tions, to control communLsm. and so on. 

The draft bill delay is chiefly the rcspon- 
altjlllty of the house rules commlttco. Con- 
riderlng tho urRcncy of the measure, the de- 
lay is inoKcu-sable. The extension of the 
reciprocal trade program la being balked 
and tcmporlEcd wlUi by a group which seems 
to think that high tariffs will fit In nicely 
with tho world dollar fihortago which Is 
holding European recover? to a paralyzing 
slow paco. 

The housing bill linds many members 
riiylng away, cron though lU bi-partisan 
spon-sorshlp gives little cause lor political 
Jittcrg, 

Fitrthor stalling on these and otjicr mat- 
ters can do tho country tremendous harm. 
It does not seem likely that congre.i.s can 
railroad thorn through before Juno 10. lor 
ite schedule al.io calls for the enactment of 
10 large appropriation blllE before the fiscal 
year ends. 

It seems neccs-sary, tlicn, that conpre.'^sS 
fihould recess rather tlian adjourn, and come 
back to work when the conventions are over. 
Bach a dod.sion would bo popular with few on 
capltol hill. Tlic house and a third of the 
senate are to be chasm In November, and 
this k a presidential year. Quite naturally 
tho mcmber.s would like tho whole summer 
for campaigning. 

But we can't sco how any congressional 
candidate now in office could build himself 
more prestige with his constltutents than by 
sticking to his Job until It Is finished.
